The salaried system was au­ 
thorized by the 1959 Legislature 
after the fee system fell into dis­ 
repute. McClory told the com­ 
mittee of lawyers the administra­ 
tor can overrule a county board 
recommendation on shifting JPs. 

Edward Eberspacher, D- 
ahelbyviile. said “we need a court 
administrator like we need a hole 
in the head."

Expect Customers To Sue Firms 
Found Guilty Of Price Fixing 


By LEE LINDER , 
PHILADELPHIA (JP)— The gov- 
erment breakup of the giant con­ 
spiracy in the $2-billion-a-year 
heavy electrical equipment indus­ 
try, halting illegal price fixing 
and bid rigging, may be followed 
by many civil suits. 
Customers may seek to recover 
thousands of dollars, perhaps mil­ 
lions in alleged 
overpayments. 
Such action could be in the courts 
for years. 
The suing customer 
must prove he was damaged by 
price-fixing or bid-rigging. 
This 
is not easy, attorneys said. 
Industry 
sources, 
meantime, 
said equipment prices remain vir­ 
tually unchanged. 
The intensive federal probe that 
began 18 months ago ended Tues­ 
day as U. S. Dist, Judge J. Cullen 
Oaney finished sentencing 29 com­ 
panies and 44 of their top execu­ 
tives. 
It wa* a two-day Job in Gooey’* 


courtroom where he imposed total 
fines of $1,924,500 and 30-day Jail 
serms for seven men.

There were 20 indictments in

Kenneth Grubb, 37, medical direc­ 
tor of the Pembridge * Nursing 
Home, Evanston. The nurse was 
employed at Pembridge. 
Evanston Police Chief 
Erwin 
Meierhoff said Miss Anderson had 
visited the physician’s home on 
Monday night. He said Dr. Grubb 
told him she seemed despondent 
during her visit. He said he fell 
asleep and when he awoke he 
found her gone. 
Meierhoff said a note left in the 
apartment instructed the physi­ 
cian to send her personal belong­ 
ings to her family in Morningdale, 
Mass. 
An empty morphine vial and a 
syringe were found in the nurse's 
purse, Meierhoff added. 
Dr. Grubb is separated from his 
wife, Shirley, who lives with their 
four children who live in nearby 
Northbrook.

Every Home A Freedom Forum 
Lets Restore Patriotism 


(From Tho Sob Diego Union) 


THE KOREAN WAR turned up a basic 
weakness in America—not of strenprth 
but of heart. The blood of many young 
men poured out over the snow and they 
died in doubt and bitterness. American 
prisoners of war succumbed to enemy 
blandishments in unprecedented num­ 
bers. 
What was wrong? What had hap­ 
pened in America in the previous dec­ 
ade. or decades, that cut youth adrift 
from faith and patriotism, that took 
away their capacity to understand the 
meaning of sacrifice? 
The answer, of course, lies a long 
way from Korea. It goes back to the 
universities, the colleges, the schools, 
and the home— and the waves of at­ 
tacks on the values of society and the 
dignity of the individual. 
The truth of this was brought home 
to hundreds of persons, mostly young 
people, who attended the San Diego 
Freedom Forum. 
Two speakers in particular told the 
story of how it happened. 
William Teague, president of Pep- 
perdine College, Los Angeles, told how 
it began: 
“ It started way back in the early 
1930's, when it became fashionable to 
be liberal in criticism of American 
economic enterprise and history, and 
the elimination from textbooks of such 
patriotic remarks as Commodore Per­ 
ry's “ Don't Give Up the Ship,” and 
John Paul Jones' “ I Have Only Just 
Begun to Fight.” 
Maj. Gen. Victor H. Krulak, com­ 
mander of the Marine Corps Depot, 
showed the result in Korea: 
“ The Communists alerted us to the 
knowledge that our fighting man was 
ignorant of the issues, hopelessly naive 
in political matters and unable ade­ 
quately to defend himself in a dialec­ 
tical discussion. They proved he was 
unaccustomed with the origins of his 


own system and of its contrasts with 
the 
Communist 
system, 
and 
was 
strongly influenced by material things 
and addicted to the soft life.” 
Was this merely an unusual situa­ 
tion due to our being unprepared psy­ 
chologically for the Korean War? 
Well, let’s listen to the general 
again on the situation today: 
“ Only half the men entering the 
Marines can make a rational explana­ 
tion of the meaning of the Fourth of 
July, and fewer can discriminate in­ 
telligently among the Constitution, Bill 
of Rights and the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. 
“ They are aware that communism 
is bad and that they should be against 
it, but they don’t know what they are 
against . . . even worse, most of them 
are not sure what they are for.” 
The men in Korea did not know 
what they were fighting for, and were 
unprepared to accept or understand the 
reasons. 
This, then, still is a picture of too 
many young people today—a genera­ 
tion adrift from the basic principles of 
life and freedom. These things don't 
come naturally—they must be learned, 
must become a part of and a way of 
our life. 
The Freedom Forums, such as the 
one just conducted in San Diego, will 
go a long way to help restore the con­ 
cepts of patriotism. But, in the end, 
we must reach down and down through 
the entire educational system, and fi­ 
nally into the homes, if we are to sur­ 
vive. 
How is this to be done? Time is 
against us. Mr. Teague said the Com­ 
munists have been patient and they 
“can wait for the generation which is 
receptive,” which is now being made 
receptive. 
Every school, every home, must be­ 
come a Freedom Forum.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The 
programs which President Kennedy 
has so far mapped out for the 
country are almost Utopian. Every­ 
body can have everything. Both 
ways. 
America has the resources, he 
says, to meet the demands for 
national security. At the 6ame 
time it can have advancing well­ 
being at home. 
This has the familiar ring of 
We can have guns and butter 
both,” as the saying was in World 
War n days. Some of the optimis­ 
ts were saying then that the coun­ 
try could win the war with busi­ 
ness as usual and without sacrifice. 
Kennedy Has Altered That Con­ 
cept by saying that he will ask for 
sacrifices where needed. But the 
assumption now seems to be that 
these sacrifices aren’t going to be 
too many, too great, nor for too 
long a time. 
The country can have full pro­ 
duction, the President indicates, 
and still have "reasonable stabil­ 
ity of the price level.” But what’s 
"reasonable” to him hasn’t been 
defined. 
In the eight Eisenhower years 
the consumers’ price index advanc­ 
ed 12 percentage points—114 to 126 
—or 1.5 points a year on the aver­ 
age. This provides a basis for fu­ 
ture comparisons with the Ken 
nedy administration record. 
The President wants to increase 
the 2.5 per cent average annual 
growth rate of the last seven 
Shears to at least 3.5 per cent. He 
think* that personal income last 
year could have been raised 20 
billion dollars and profits raised 
five billion—a t the same time. 
Some people hold to the old­ 
fashioned idea that higher wages 
mean lower profits. But that isn’t 
the way it’s going to work in the 
new Utopia, where higher wages 
and profits will mean higher tax 
collections to rebalance the budget. 
Kennedy Talks About Balancing 
The Budget "over the years of the 
economic cycle.” 
This means over a period of 
both boom and bust. It means 
budget surpluses for debt retire­ 
ment in the years of prosperity, to 
offset the deficits ta the years of 
depression. 
The Eisenhower record was four 
years with total surpluses of six 
billion dollars, four years with 
total deficits of 22 billion. lh other 
words, the national debt rose 16 
billion—from 274 to 290 billion 
another basis for comparison. 
In these same eight years em­ 
ployment went up from 60 to 66 
million, while unemployment rose 
from 1.6 million to 4.5 millier, 
using the conservative estimates 
of the last Eisenhower economic 
report. These are other measures 
to keep in mind. 


Hie programs which Kennedy 
has so far proposed to Congress 
for economic recovery and growth 
will not by themselves, he says un­ 
balance the last budget which Ei­ 
senhower submitted. 
No Cost Estimates for these Ken­ 
nedy programs were Included in 
the first special message which 
he sent to Congress. 
Elsewhere, 
the next year and a half. 
it is indicated that the cost may 
be under five billion dollars over 
So the promise is to increase 
government expenses without un­ 
balancing the budget— another 
Utopian Idea. But the prospects 
for this are admittedly fading 
fast. 
Some of the Kennedy proposals 
—like early payment of veterans’ 
insurance dividends—do not call 
for an extra government outlay. 
Others, like increased social secur­ 
ity benefits, will be paid for by 
later payroll deduction increases. 
Minimum wage increases will be 
paid for by employers. Placing 
more defense contracts in de­ 
pressed areas means 
that 
the 
undepressed areas won’t have it 
so good. 
In other words, you 
don’t get something for nothing, 
not even in Utopia. 
Back Of AU Thee* Proposals, 
moreover, is the idea that pros- 
periay can be restored just by in­ 
creasing government and private 
spending. It is a theory that has 
never been proved, though it is 
now widely advocated by some of 
the new Utopian frontier econom­ 
ists. 
Kennedy says many 
of 
the 
measures he proposes are tem­ 
porary. The need for them will 
disappear as the economy recov­ 
ers. 
The faster the recovery and the 
more temporary the measure, the 
more Utopian will be the country, 
anyway.

Recall the Glory AND Pain

Dear Mrs. Lawrence: 
Whenever our college student son is home for weekends or holi­ 
days, I suffer. It’s my husband. He can’t seem to resist making wise 
cracks about the cost of John’s education and what a soft time he 
has. Though my husband had to work for his education, he is success 
ful and can well afford to pay for the boy’s schooling. 
How long can John take this? If you would discuss the problem in 
your column, I might be able to get my husband to read it . . . 
ANSWER: AU right, I now address your husband directly. 
Earning your own education was a notable achievement. Do peo­ 
ple respect you for it? Are you fond of recalling your triumphs over 
hardships for them? Do you enjoy their admiration of your courage 
and self-discipline? 
Do you ever recall for them the moments of weakness, hurt and 
despair that were also part of your heroic experience? The pain of 
snubs in summer hotels where you waited on tables; the panics before 
exams; the rages at insufficient sleep; the terror of knowing yourself 
lonely and unassisted In your struggle to get what came to other 
young people so easily? 
If not, why not? Are you se proud of courage and self-discipline 
that you can’t recall the suffering they cost you? 
If pride forbids us to recall anything but the glories of our past 
performances, we are bound to assault children with contempt. 
Having censored our own characters of all but courage and self­ 
discipline. we can tolerate only similar glorious qualities in our 
children. 
But if we are honest enough to recall the past as it was; whole, 
courageous, resentful, lonely, weak, hurt and self-disciplined, then our 
giving to children becomes whole, too. Having recovered the pain that 
made the glories possible, we are pleased instead of angry at softening 
the pain for a son. 
"Self-made” parents tend to make extreme demands on children. 
Because they’ve had such a rough time "making” themselves, they 
begrudge any ease to their children. 
And so like you they will sabotage their own generosity to a son 
trying to make him ashamed of accepting it.

The people of the United States 
have been told so many things 
about the state of their military 
defense that they don’t know what 
to believe. 
They have been told that this 
is the world’s greatest power, that 
it is a second-rate nation, and a 
lot of stuff in between. 
“Missile gap’’ is a phrase which 
had almost come to be accepted 
as an established fact. President 
Eisenhower always said it wasn’t 
exactly true, despite the Soviet 
Union’s lead 
in rocket motors. 
Candidate Kennedy and President 
Kennedy stuck to the gloomier 
side. 
But how the Pentagon is more 
inclined to agree with Eisenhow­ 
er. Kennedy’s own Pentagon team 
says there’s no gap now. 
The suggestion is that while the 
Red* have 
gone forward 
with 
their experiments, production has 
been a different matter. 
There has been a long standing 
indication, based primarily on the 
number 
and 
variety 
of space 
shots, that the United States has 
a fundamentally broader program, 
embracing a greater number of 
space capabilities, which lays a 
better 
foundation 
for 
precision 
production. 
The recent successful testing of 
a solid-fuel missile was an im­ 
portant step forward for the Unit­ 
ed States in the purely military 
uses of rockets. The arrival of 
the Minuteman may mark the real 
beginning of U.S. production for 
operational 
purposes, 
although 
there is already quite a stockpile 
of earlier models. 
The new Pentagon study sug­ 
gests that Russia, too, still has 
started no intensive 
production 
program. This lends weight to es­ 
timates, based on the November 
Communist manifesto and recent 
Kremlin statements, that the Sovi­ 


et Union really intends to fight the 
cold war first, holding military 
power in reserve in case she can­ 
not win the world without fighting. 
Under such circumstances, it 
would be to Russia’s benefit not 
to expend too much of her Indus 
trial capacity on military produc 
lion now. Yet by her very flex 
ibility — her knowledge that she 
will not be attacked by the democ 
racies while herself holding the 
nitiative for war—she forces the 
United States to continue. 
Premier Khrushchev’s promise 
to aid civil wars in the promotion 
of nationalism is one of the pres­ 
sures. Kennedy is meeting that 
one through enlargement and re­ 
organization of airborne power. 
A great many of these things 
are 
imponderables. 
In

and there is no end to them.

(IP) — The 
Illinois House has approved a bill 
setting up a 15-member commis 
sion to see if an acceptable plan 
can be worked out for revamping 
the state’s revenue article. 
The measure was sent to the 
Senate Tuesday by a 119-4 vote. 
Rep. Kenneth Wendt, D-Chica 
go, said the purpose of his bill is 
to work out a compromise on a 
constitutional amendment t h a t 
could be submitted to a statewide 
referendum in 1962. 
“The state must have this in 
1963 or we will really be in fi­ 
nancial trouble,” said Wendt, who 
declared the present article, dat­ 
ing back to 1870, belongs in the 
“horse and buggy” days.
